Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5-14, and 16-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art does 
not teach or render obvious a control means that changes the perceived depth of an 
object in a scene by driving the imaging device to change an incidence angle light is 
incident on the light guiding body thereby increasing or decreasing the number of times 
the light is reflected according to the depth value input with the image information 
through the acquiring means.
